STEAM BARGE SINKS AND SMALL 
CRAFT SUFFER FROM SQUALL.

Beside the North Pier After a Hard 
Trip~Yachts Hattie and Evelyn 


Brought in Safely Under Bare Poles; 


by Skillful Boy Sailors—Life-Savers 
ert Busy—Prairie Missing, but 
‘ $hought to Be in East Shore Harbor.

The storm of wind and rain which burst 
over Chicago and Lake Michigan at 8 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon was one of the most 
sudden and temporarily severe of the sea- 
son. On the lake the wind blew at the rate 
of forty-seven miles an hour during the 
first burst, and the rain fell in torrents. With 
the first squall rumors of capsized boats be- 
gan to come thick and fast to the life-savers 
all the way from Evanston to the Calumet, 
and the crews at once put out to the rercue. 
Except in the case of a sailboat capsized off 


| South Chicago, whose men were taken off by 


a life crew, the rescuers found none to save 
from small craft, the others all having made 
shore unaided. 

The steam barge Cleveland of Chicago 
sprang a leak off Waukegan and was towed 
to Chicago by the Edward Buckley And 
brought into harbor by several tugs, where 
it sank alongside the north pier. Noneof the 
crew of thirteen men was hurt. 

There were many narrow escapes by people 
in yachts and row boats. All boats were 
accounted for at midnight except the tug 
Dorr, with two scows in tow, the small sail 
boat Juno, and the yacht Prairie. The latter 
was supposed to have made port along the 
east shore. Yachtsmen said it was too 
staunch a boat to succumb to such a blow. 

Early in the evening a report was current 
that an empty rowboat had been washed 
ashore at the foot of Ohio street, and a 


fatality was feared. Policeman Guy Stone | 


of the East Chicago Avenue Station, whose 
post is the Lake Shore drive, said he had 
heard of no boat being washed ashore and 
thought the rumor probably had grown from 
a small boat being taken from the water at 
the foot of Oak street and loaded on a wagon 
for removal. No report of a castaway boat 
was made at the North Side police stations. 


Cleveland Sinks in the Harbor. 

The steam lumber barge Cleveland sank 
at 8 p. m., its hold full, and only the upper 
works and rails remaining above water. 
The men of the life-saving crew, aided by the 
tugs Perfection, Gardener, William Dickin- 
son, Chicago, McDonald, and Spenser, 
worked from the time the boat was sighted 
off Chicago trying to float the barge. They 
succeeded in moving it ‘from the center of 
the channel to the gast end of the north 
pier, where it now lies, with the Captain, 
Henry Davis, and seven of the crew of 
twelve men on board. In its present position 
it partially blocks the channel, and efforts 
will be made to remove it tomorrow. 

The William Dickinson, McDonald, and 
Chicago were unable to get it over the shoals 
and only succeeded in imbedding it more 
firmly in the mud. The Dickinson slipped 


its safety valve and was forced to leave, its 


place being taken by the Perfection. The 
tugs, frequently relieved, continued to work 


until 9:30, when they gave up the task and 


took five of the crew ashore. These were 
Engineers Sam Radcliff and Dan Reed and 
Seamen Albert King, Frank Tichart, and 
Jim Murphy. ; 
The men taken off were much enéd 
by exposure and almost fainting. y were 
stiffened by the cold and their account of the 
trip was disconnected. The members of the 


crew who staid on the barge were more 


warmly clad. 

The sanken vessel is a one-stick steam 
barge of 250 tons. It is over 80 years old 
and owned by Thomas Cook & Co., who pur- 
chased it from Miller Bros. of Port Huron 
last week. The boat left Chicago for Frank- 
fort, Mich., on, Thursday. There it took on 
a small cargo of lumber and iron ore. The 
leak is a large one, and it will be difficult to 
float the Cleveland. 


Two Yachts Caught in the Squall. 

George C. Wright, Henry Wright, and Leo 
Dwan, in the Evelyn, an eighteen-footer, and 
Paul and Edward Marx, in the Hattie, a 
twenty-footer, had narrow escapes from dis- 
aster in the squall off the north shore in the 
afternoon. Both boats had coasted to a 
point north of Evanston and were caught 
there in the first blow. They were buffeted 
about by the storm under bare poles and 
after nearly foundering were blown into the 
Lincoln Park lagoon, their usual harbor. 

Great anxiety was felt by the parents of 
the boys and by people along the shore. At 
one time it was thought that all had gone 
down, and an alarm was sent to the life- 
saving station. The tug Perfection and a 
life-saving crew in a surf boat went to the 


| rescue, but finding all safe they returned. 


The boys are all under 18 years of age, but 
excellent sailors, and to the latter fact they 
probably owe their lives. When the squall 
struck the lake off Evanston at first it was 
light, but soon freshened to a gale of fifty- 
five miles an hour. Almost total darkness 
ensued and hail fell for an hour. All the 
while a ponderous sea was pitching the light 
boats beam ends on into successive waves, 
which threatened to swamp them. Salla 
were furled and all ballast was thrown over?

Policeman Jackson of the Sheffield Avenue 


Station reported that with a telescope he 
had* seen a small yacht containing a woman 


and two men near the Lake View crib, and 
that later he was unable to see them. He 
thought they had been drowned, but the 
police late at night had heard no report of 
persons missing, hence {t was the common 
belief that the party had reached a place of 
safety. | 

A schooner was sighted off Lincoln Park 
during the blow which ran up a distress sig- 
nal. It soon passed out of sight to the south 
in the darkness and up to a late hour at 
night nothing had been heard of it. 

The Juno, a small, one masted boat, left 
the Lincoln Park lagoon before the squall 
for the south shore and did not return to its 
mooring. It is thought that it put in safely 
at some point to the south. 

The police patrolled the beach all the even- 
ing, but no more boats were reported miss- 


ing. 
Evanston Surfmen Out of Temper. 

Surfman Clarence Thorne, on watch at the 
Evanston Life Saving station, at 2 p. m. 
sighted two small boats making for Grosse 
Point with all sails set. At 2:30 he noticed 
that they were preparing for the coming 
squall, and had turned for the south. These, 
ft is thought, were the Hattie and the Eve- 
lyn, At 3:30 p. m. a message came asking 
for a crew, but the officers advised the life 
savers to ignore it, saying it came from Chi- 
cago, and the Chicago crew already. was on 
the spot. Half an hour later another mes- 
sage came from the Captain of the Chicago 
crew, and Captain Lawson ordered the surf- 
boat out. The trip to Diversey boulevard 
was made in fifty-five minutes, but whén the 
boat arrived there Captain Lawson was told 
that all danger was past. 


Tug Takes Off Marooned Men. 

The tug Perfection during the afternoon 
brought in fifteen men who had been ma- 
rooned on the outer breakwater. They had 
gone out to fish on the excursion boats. The 
steamer Lena Knoblock tried to get up to 
the pier to take them off, but owing to the 
high wind and sea could not get near enough.

George Fred Williams has outanapped 
all the snappers” whose deeds are record- 
ed in political annals. Before him a mid- 


winter “snap” convention was the high- | 


water mark of partisan “ previousness.” 
Henceforth it ie the early fall convention. 
The Democratic national convention of 
1900 will not meet until June of next year. 
The formal cal] will not be issued for three 
months to come, But although nine monthe 
or more will elapse before the Democratic 
Presidential candidate is selected, during 
which period the Massachusetts Democrats 
should be allowed to make up their minds, 
if they have any, as to the best man to nomi- 
nate, George Fred Williams has relieved 
them of all mental exertion. He has se- 
lected in September thirty men who are ex- 
pected to vote for Bryan next June, death, 
taxes, and the tides permitting. 

There were delegates in the convention 
who were opposed to Mr. Williams’ grab 
game, but he had the chairman on his side. 


The chairman refused to have the roll called 


on a motion to postpone the election of 


delegates, and declared the motion defeated | 
by a viva voce vote. The volume of voices 
was with Mr. Williams, because in addition 


to the 1,600 delegates there were in the 


hail about 1,400 of his retainers, who took a 


joud part in the proceedings. 

The platform adopted by the convention 
ie not calculated to induce the voters of 
Massachusetts to elect the candidates for 
State offices nomingted by it, The imdorse- 
ment of the Chicago-platform, the specific 
demand for the free and unlimited coin- 
“age of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1,” and 
the pledge of “ unfaltering loyalty” to 
Bryan cannot help aapiramts for office in a 
State which has repeatedly repudiated 
Bryan and all his works. The call for the 
ownership and operation of railroads by the 
general government and the other crazy de- 
mands of the platform will not attract Mas- 
sachusetts voters. 

George Fred Williams does not. hope to 
elect his State ticket. His object in cap- 
turing the convention was to bring about 
the premature delivery of the Presidential 
delegates, who should be chosen in a free 
convention, truly representative of the peo- 
ple, next April or May. Williams foolishly 
fancies that by designating those delegates 


now he bas shown himself a good friend of 


Bryan and an astute, wary politician who 
does not intend to let man or time trip him 
up. On the contrary, he has shown his 
ignorance of political history. Had he 
studied it he would have perceived that the 
“map” game, even when played by men 
far abler than he is, has been reactionary 
and bad politics. 

There are some notable instances of this. 
In 1880 Roscoe Conkling and Don Cameron, 
anxious to have General Grant nominated 
fot a third term, ordered the holding of mid- 
winter “snap” conventions in their re- 
spective States. The Pennsylvanians met 
at Harrisburg on Feb. 4 and the New- York- 
ers at Utica on Feb. 25. Both conventions 
instructed the delegates to vate as a unit 
for Grant. The national convention over- 
ruled those instructions. So nothing was 
gained by them. Much was lost by the at- 
tempt to forestall the deliberate action of 
Republicans by holding the snap on- 
yentions. Their object was understood and 
excited a spirit of bitter antagonism. Time 
permitted discord to be sown among the 


delegates so chosen, and they were badly . 


divided in the national convention. But for 
the intense feeling created some of those 
early chosen delegates who voted against 
Grant might have voted for him. | 
David B. Hill, who used to have the name 
of a “smart” politician, held his “ snap” 
convention on Feb. 22, 1892. He held it 
thus early that he might let other States 
know in advamee that the New York dele- 
gation was unanimously against Cleve- 
lamd’s renomination. Mr. Hill got the 
delegates he wanted. They did not desert 
him. They voted solidly against Cleveland, 
and yet he was, by a two-thirds vote of 
the national convention, nominated.

He will find 
it much harder to keep them herded than it 
was to elect them. If Bryan fails of a 
nomination the pernicious and premature 
activity of George Fred Williams will be 
responsible for it.

In 1898 6,609,000 
tons of Bessemer steel were made, against 
5,475,000 in 1807. In 1789 a Pennsylvania 
Representative in Congress stated proudly, 
when pleading for a protective duty on 
steel, that there was a furnace in that State 
which was making 230 tons of that metal 
annually, and which, with a little further 
encouragement, would supply enough: for 
the consumption of the union. The demands 
of the union have increased since then. 


PRICES OF MANUFACTURED IRON. 

Structural steel and ail other iron prod- 
ucts have been rising in price by leaps 
and bounds during the last year. While 
the rise has apparently not yet reached 
the point where it has created any visible 
check upon the demand, it is the most 
interesting and potent factor in the pres- 
ent industrial aud commercial situation. 
The natural tendency R to connect the 
jump in values with the advent of trusts 
in the iron industry, but an analysis of 
iron prices gives littie support to this 
conelusion. The raw material—Bessemer 
pig iron—has itself increased 114 per cent 
in price since the beginning of the calen- 
dar year. Wages as well as materials now 
cost more than béfore. Fuel is more cost- 
ly. Every process is more expensive, and 
the more processes an article must go 
through the more margin must one allow 
for increased cost to the manufacturer him- 
In attempting to get at the truth in regard 
to present prices on manufactured iron 
products it must not be forgotten that each 


additional process from the ore to the 


finished article requires higher-priced labor, 
costlier machinery, and a larger percentage 
of waste than the preceding process. This 
item of loss or Waste is an important one, 
Commissioner Wright reckons the lose from 
pig to billets at 644 per cent. Mr. Swank 
of the Iron and Steel association com- 
putes the loss from pig to raile at 15 
per cent, and the same undoubtedly ap- 
plies to beams, angles, steel plates, and 
rods. The loss is presumably greater in 
the manufacture of bars, commemand re- 


fined, while from pig to hoops, nails, wire, 


and sheets it appears to be af least 20 
per cent. These figures are sufficiently ac- 
curate to give a fair test of the margin 
between the cost of materials and the prices 
of products at different dates. | 

On this basis the New York Tribune 
has compiled an interesting table. The 
first two columns give in cents and deci- 
mals of a cent per pound the quotations 
for different ucts on Jan, 1 and Sept.

A glance at the last column is suf 


ficient to show that the increase in raw 
materials has in most cases been greater 
than the rise in manufactured products. 
A glance at the second column shows the 
anomaly of a higher price for billets than 
for the steel rails made from them. This 
indicates nothing more than the bonus 
which manufarturers, when short of 
materials, were willing to pay in order 
to fill urgent contracts. The price of rails 
was .207 of a cent higher than the cost 
of materials and estimated loss on Jan. 1, 
and .269 higher on Sept. 6; or 30 per 
cent more. But the increase was 142 per 
cent in steel plates and 119 per cent in 
hoops, which no combination has controHed. 


Cut nails, only partly controled, increased, 


127 per cent, but wire and wire nails, con- 
trolled by a trust, increased only 98 and 
83 per cent, and barbed wire only 61 per 
cent, Beams show a rise of only 46 per 
cent and angles 82 per cént, both being 
controlled by the same combination. While

COUNTY CIVIL SERVICE HUMBUG. 

That there is nothing in party names 
which insures honest administration of 
local civil service rules is no bit of news. 
It has long been known that the civil 
service administration of the Republican 
County board is even more of a pretense 
than that of the Democratic Mayor. 

An illustrative case was brought to the 
attention of the Civil Service Reform league 
on Thursday. It appears that about the 
end of June the chief woman physician at 
the Dunning Insane Hospital, who had been 
there for abont two years, was requested 
to resign; and did so, though no charges 
were substantiated against her, and she 
was urged by persons interested in the 
character of the county institutions to with- 
hold her resignation and expose the merits 
of the case. | 

It was then stated that an examination 
would be held for filling the position, and 
Miss Lathrop of the State Board of Chari- 
ties, who had been rendered apprehensive 
conterning the case, wes promised by Presi- 
dent Irwin of the County board that she 
should receive due notice of the examina- 
tion. On the 1st day of September, how- 
ever, a graduate from the Northwestern 
University Medical School, applying at the 
civil service office as an applicant for the 
place, was told that it had already been 
filled from the eligible list, and that no 
examination was to be held. A few days 
later Miss Lathrop and a professor from 
the medical school called on Mr. Lovejoy— 
member and Secretary of the County Civil 
Service board—and they were told positive- 
ly and explicitly that the place had been 
filled from an eligible list based on an exam- 
ination held two years ago. The Secretary 
refused, however, to disclose this list, and 
when confronted with the law authorizing 
its public inspection he confessed that there 
was no eligible list, except “the general 
records of the office,” from which he alleged 
that the appointment had been made. On 
being further challenged to show these he 
could only produce—and that apparently by 
inadvertence—the application of the ap- 
pointee. The date of this was immediately 
discovered to be Sept. 8, 1890, and when 
confronted with the discrepancy between 
this date and the alleged eligible list or 
“ records of two years’ standing, he could 
only break off the interview in confusion.

In view of the above facts, one principal 
and several incidental questions are in 
point. Of the latter, the first is: Why 
should it be necessary to fill by an “ emer- 
gency” appointment a position Allowed to 
go empty for two months? Second, why 
are not emergency appointments made from 
an eligible list? Third, if there is no eligible 
list, why has no examination been held 
to constitute one? Fourth, if it was not 
intended to hold an examination for the 
position vacated by resignation, why was 
it announced otherwise? Fifth, why should 
the Secretary of the Civil Service board 
have been ignorant of President Irwin's 
explanation? 

The principal question to be asked is, how 
long is Cook County going to allow its taxes 
to be squandered in salaries to civil service 
pretenders, and its dependents to be at the 
mercy of such inscrutable “ public” ma- 
chinery? To turn out one party and put 
in the other will work no atom of improve- 
ment. Has the Civil Service league given 
up the campaign in Chieago and Cook 
County? 


A CHANCE FOR THE NEGRO. . 

Last week there were started in the South 
industrial enterprises calling for the in- 
vestment of neatly two million dollars. 
New iron works, cotton mills, cottonseed oil 
and rice mills, wagon and other factories 
are to be built. They are not confined to one 
State. All the Southern States, even the less 
progressive ones like Mississippi, are devot- 
ing themselves to manufactures. 

This new departure will do more towards 
solving the negro problem than all the con- 
ventions that can be held and all the resolu- 
tions they can adopt. These different en- 
terprises will create a demand for labor 
which will not be met by emigration from 
the North; for on account of the climate 
and for other reasons Northerners and emi- 
grants frori the horthern countries of Eu- 
rope cannot be induced to go far south of 
the Ohio River. The labor already at the 
South will be about the only labor which 
will be available. 

The colored people complain that they 
Are not given an opportunity to enter 
the mills and factories which are spring- 
ing up all over the South. They say, 
that organized white labor views them 
with an unfriendly eye and is trying to 
keep them out of the field of mechanical 
jJabor. There is reason to believe that 
this complaint is well founded, and that 
with or without good reason the superin- 
tendent of a cotton mill will give the prefer- 
ence to white over black people. In that 
event the daughters of the poor whites 
will be gainers. They will be better off 
than they ever were before. 

If it should happen that the whites, so 
many of whom have been idle and shiftiess, 
nearly monopolize this new field of labor 
which is opening in the South, the black 
men will not be left with nothing to do, 
They will be more needed for agricultural 
work than ever before. It will be im- 
possible to get along without them. They 
will be needed for the cotton and the corn. 
Their wages will go up. If they choose 
they can save more money than they 
can now and buy farms. 

But the monopolization of other than farm 
work by the whites of the South is imposai- 
ble. There will be employment for colored 
men in the building trades, the factories, 
and the shops. They will get better pay 
than they have been getting in the past 
and can make progress educationally and 
otherwise if they see fit. In an unprogres- 
sive, purely agricultural South there would 
not be much of a chance for the negro. In 
the new South, with its diversified labor and 
increased demand for labor, there will be 


great opportunities for him. 


GOOD AND BAD CONSOLIDATIONS, 

Senator Foraker says, speaking of indus- 
trial combinations, that “ we have come to 
the point where we must sell abroad or re- 
strict production.” That is unquestionably 
true of many industries and their number is 
increasing steadily. Stimulated by the ex- 
istence of a large and profitable protected 
home market, certain industries have de- 
veloped to such a degree that their capacity 
for production has outrun the demands of 
the home market, even when prices are re- 
duced to a minimum figure. There are 
spindles and looms enough to make all the 
cotton cloth that America and Asia can con- 
sume. For a mill-owner to produce mast 
cheaply he must run his mill at its full 
capacity all the time. But if all do that 
and utilize their machinery to the utmost 
there is overproduction. Stocks of unsold 
goods accumulate on the shelves. Some 
mills must quit manufacturing, and those 
who own them must lose what they have in- 
vested or production must be restricted. 
Mills must run half-time. Restricted pro- 
duction means, however, dearer produc- 
tion and higher prices, | 

The only escape for the manufacturers of 
cotton cloth and of many other products is 
to invade foreign markets and find buyers 


there for surplus stocks of goods; which the 


home market, vast as it is, cannot consume. 
It is beyond dispute that a large concern 


has many advantages over a smaller one, 


even when the ruling spirits of the two are 
men of equal capacity, The former, having 
more capital at its command, can buy its 
raw materials more cheaply. It can hire 
the services of the ablest subordinates. It 
is often the case that the consolidation of 
industries unites-im a common enterprise 
men who have special gifts in different lines, 
The man who was at the head of one of 
the amalgamated concerns may be an ad- 
mirable manufcturer, and the man who was 
at the head of another be particularly qual- 
ified for the marketing of goods. United 
they make a perfect team. ! 
It is easy to see why great corporations 
have great advantages in foreign markets, 
especially when their foreign competitors 
are not manufacturing on the same grand 
scale that they are. An honestly managed 
industrial enterprise with a capital of a 
hundred millions can maké more headway 
in foreign markets than a dozen small con- 
cerns of equal aggregate capital and pro- 
ductive capacity. Therefore industrial con- 
solidations are to be welcomed when they 
are created to strive for the mastery of for- 
eign markets, Their success means lower 
prices for home consumers and steadier and 
better paid employment for home labor. 
But combinations formed to monopolize 
the home market are of a different nature. 
They are the ones which specially need the 
legislative curb. If the duties on a given 
product are so high as to make foreign com- 
petition impossible, as with certain kinds of 
glass, then the combination of all the do- 
mestic manufacturers is to be dreaded. 
When they have united all competition is at 
an end. When it goes there goes with it 
the unending acute rivalry between the dif- 
ferent establichments to reduce the cost of 
production. Inventive genius is less active. 
It never thrives under the monopoly régime. 
The public should be discriminating. It 
should not condemn offhand every big cor- 


of n hundred millions of capital now is no 
more portenitous than an aggregation of half 
a million a century ago. Hach of the great 
industrial consolidetions of today must 
stand on its merits. If organised toinvade 
foreign markets, suecess to it. If organized 
to plunder domestié consumers, its days 
should be few in the land, ‘These consolida- 
tiong must be “ judged according to their 
works.” | 

THE METHODIST EPISCOPAL CHURCH. 

A paper urging the union of the two 
Methodist Episcopal Churches was read 
at a meeting of the Chicago Methodist 
ministers last week. The plea probably will 
be ineffectual, but it is a little strange 
that the disappearance of the cause of 
the ‘division of the church in 1844 should 
not have been followed by reunion long 
before this. | | 

Slavery was the cause of the split. 
When the Methodist Church made its ap- 
pearance in thie country, toward the close 
of the last century, it, was strongly anti- 
slavery at the South as well as in the 
North. In that it followed Wesley’s teach- 
ings faithfully. Bishop Coke made him- 
self unpopular in Virginia by his pro- 
tests against the crying sin of slavery. 
Members of the church were advised to 
emancipate their slaves, and those who 
bought and sold them were liable to ex- 
pulsion, The discipjine provided that 
slaveholders should not hold official posi- 
tions—should not be preachers or elders. But 
after 1830 the anti-slavery sentiment in 
the South weakened and the pro-elavery 
sentiment gained strength. The Southern 
States began enacting laws to make the 
emancipation of slaves almost impossible. 
The rules of the church were modified, so 
as to provide that the mere ownership of 
siave property in States where the laws 
did not admit of emdncipafion, and alow 
a slave freedom, should not disqualify a 
person from being aminister. 

In 1844 the general conference confirmed 
the decision of the Baltimore conference, 
which had suspended a minister for fail- 
ure to free slaves obtained by marriage. 
The decision was based cn the fact that 
the Maryland laws allowed manumission. 
The same general cdnference voted that 
Bishop Andrew of Georgia, who, subse- 
quent to his election had acquired slaves 
through his wife, should desist from the 
exercise of his ministry while this slave 
holding impediment remained. Then the 
delegates from a number of Southern con- 
ferences resolved that a continuance of 
the jurisdiction of the general confer- 
ence over the Southern conferences was 
inconsistent with the success of the minis- 
try in the slaveholding States. The fol- 
lowing year the Methodist Episcopal 
Church South was organized and there was 
a peaceful division of property. 

Slavery has been dead for a generation. 
There is no reason why the two branches 
of the church should not come together 
and enjoy the greater strength and in- 
fluence which union would give. Thereare 
no differences of creed. The only obstacle 
to union is the fact that disunion has ex- 
isted for over half a century. The two 


branches have begun to draw together. | 
There is a confederating committee of the 


two genera] conferences which does good 
work, but better work could be done if 
the long separation came to an end.

It is difficult to understand how any of the 
English, French, or American newspapers 
came to give currency to the extravagant 
story, according to which the Duke of Or- 
leans was locked up with the ridiculous anti- 
Semite, Guerin, in the house at Paris, which, 
owing to its forty days’ siege by the police, 
now goes by the name of Fort Chabrol. 
Throughout the entire time that the siege 
lasted the Duke was, so to speak, on public 
view in England, taking part in the solemn 
memorial service at Weybridge, on the an- 
niversary of the death of his father, the 
Paris, subsequently attending 
numerous theatrical entertainments in, and 
receiving relatives, friends, and followers 
at, the Savoy Hotel, before proceeding to 
Woodnorton, his country seat in Worcester- 
shire, for the shooting. 

His sister, Duchess Helene of Aosta, was 
to have been his guest there, along with her 
mother and other members of the House of 
Orleans, but at the last moment she received 
a peremptory demand from King Humbert 
to abstain from any public intercourse with 
her brother. in view of his efforts to over- 
throw the French government, and accord- 
ingly she was obliged to bid farewell to her 
mother at Paris, and to return to her hus- 
band at ‘Turin. |

Nothing is more extraordinary than the 
list of the people implicated in the royalist 
conspiracy in favor of the Duke of Orleans 
that is now occupying the attention of the 
French Senate, sitting as a High Court of 
Justice. With the exception of the Count 
de Chevilly, who has charge of the property 
of the Duke of Orleans in France, and the 
crackbrained Count John de Sabran, there 
is not a single name of what may be called 
the old French nobility on the list of the 
conspirators, who seem to be composed 
mostly of butchers, slaughterers, journal- 
ists, lawyers, and half a dozen Deputies of 
the type of Deroulede. 

The extent to which the Duke of Orleans 
is identified in the affair is shown by the fact 
that his political representative and princi- 

lieutenant in France—namely: Andre 
ffet, and his private secretary, M. de Mon- 
jeourt, are among the prisoners. 

But one looks in vain for the names of the 
Dukes of Broglie, Brissac, Noailles, Uses, 
Pasquier, Tremoille, or Doudeauville. In 
fact, there is not in all the lst of these fei- 
low-conspirators of the Duke of Orleans a 
single one that may be said to carry any 
weight, or that can be said to give prestige 
to the Royalist party. The list, in one word, 
confirms the story, according to which all 


France and all the old aristocracy have cut 
adrift from the pretender nne. and in 
most cases socially as well.

Talking of high courts of justice, there 
is none that is characterized by less trap- 
pings of state and pomp than the House of 
Lords, which is the supreme tribunal of the 
vast British empire, and the final court of 
appeal for a people that comprises all told 
over 300,000,000. This is all the more amaz- 
ing as the lower courts of justice in Eng- 
land, with their Judges in scarlet robes and 
ermine and long wigs hanging over their 
shoulders, with the Queen's counsel! in their

For the first time in the history of 1 
a professed atheist has been appointed to a 
seat on the bench.. The new Chief Justice 
of the great British colony of New Zealand, 
Sir Robert Stout, has until now rejoiced in 
the nickname of the Bradlaugh of the 
Antipodes.“ It is difficult to understand how 
the Queen, whose views on atheism are so 
well known, can have sanctioned his ap- 
pointment, or how he himself could have 
found it consonant with his professed prin- 
ciples to accept it, seeing the important role 
which religious belief plays in British courts 
of justice. Sir Robert has presided over an 
Australian atheist congress and has lectured 
on free thought all over the 


It is not given to many n to ad- 
vance from the position of a common soldier 
in the ranks to Envoy and Plenipotentiary 
of one of the most powerful sovereigns in 
the world at a foreign court in the short space 
of eleven years. Yet this has been the ex- 
traordinary career of Captain Harrington 
of the Indian staff corps, who now repre- 
sents Queen Victoria at the court of the Em- 
peror Menelek of Abyssinia. In 1888 he was 
still a private in the Middlesex Regiment. 
A year later he won a commission, and 
eighteen months afterward was transferréd 
to that picked body, the Indian staff corps. 
Before long he volunteered for service as 
Vice Consul at Zailah, a pestilential place 
which serves as one of the seaports to 
Abyssinia, the post in question being avoid- 
ed as much as possible by members of the 
Indian staff corps by reason of its loneliness 
and unhealthiness. 

So good was the use which Harrington 
made of his opportunities that he was able 
to render invaluable assistance to the special 
mission of Sir Rennell Rodd to Emperor 
Menelek in 1897, striking up a great friend- 
ship with Lord Edward Cecil, the soldier son 
of Lord Salisbury, who formed part of Sir 
Rennell's staff. The result was that when 
the British government resolved upon estab- 
lishing à permanent legation in Abyssinia, 
where British interest are exceedingly im-

The Count Mouravieff just 
appointed to Paris bears the additional name 
of Amoursky adjoiried to his patronymic, 
as the eldest nephew and principal heir of 
that famous General Mouravieff to whom 
Russia is indebted for the conquest of east- 
ern Siberia—that is to say, the portion situ- 
ated on and beyond the great River Amour. 
It was another uncle of the new Military 
Plenipotentiary at Paris—namely: tle father 
of the present Minister of Foreign Affairs— 
whose name was 80 execrated on account of 
the terrible cruelty with which he sup- 
the Polish insurrection. 

The Mouravieffs are one of the oldest 
families in Russia, and can trace their an- 
cestry in an unbroken line back to that 
Mouravief who received in the year 1488 
from the then Czar Ivan of Moscow large 
estatés in the Province of Novgorod, which 
are still, after all these hundreds of years, 
in the possession of the family.

Guthrie, Ok. T., Sept. 24.—[Special.]—The 
Rogers ranch in Beaver County, Oklahoma, 
and the Childress cattle ranch in the pan- 
handle of Texas, containing 200,000 acres, 
and upon which 300,000 cattle are now graz- 
ing, were purchased yesterday by R. L. 
Ellison of Fort Worth, Tex., for the Swift 
packing-house interests in Chicago. 

Titles to three other great ranches are 
being examined with a view to purchase 
by the Swifts. . 

Only a fet days ago the Swifts purchased 
the O’Keefe ranch in Gaines County, Tex., 
containing 18,000 acres, and it is stated 
that Swift & Co. and Nelson Morris, who 
has also invested heavily 
cently, will raise cattle on a large scale. 


G. F. Swift, President of Swift & Co., last 
night confirmed the statement as to the pur- 
chase of land in Texas to be used for graz- 
ing purposes, but declined to discuss de- 
tails. When asked if the firm had pur- 
chased 300,000 cattle in Texas, he remarked 
that such a number was extremely large. 
He denied the purchase of ranch lands in 
Oklahoma Territory or cattle there.

Banks in New York Show Depletion in 
' Reserves and as a Result Quotations 
Are Weakened Considerably—Bet- 
ter Conditions Prevail at the End of

The week ending iain’ was one of 
violent fluctuations in stock market values, 
though ordinary business ran on without 


feeling ‘In any way the erratic’ conditions 


which characterized stocks. On Monday the 


money market in New York showed a marked 
advance in interest rates, and this resulted 
in a decline in market quotations. 333 
all ot the active stocks sold off sharply, and 


while there was some improvement on Tues- 
day and Wednesday the market was erratic, 


and any decided tendency toward an ad- 


vance was soon checked by heavy selling or- 
ders. The market for stocks during the 
week showed in a most forcible way the 
striking difference in market conditions from 
the conditions which governed ordinary 
business. o value of stocks traded on the 
New York Exchange showed a loss aggre- 
gating many millions of dollars, as evidenced 
by quotations. While these stocks may haye 
sold too high previously, there was nothing 
in the conditions governing corporations 


Stocks which showed a loss of 25 per cent in 
market values were worth as much in 
reality on Monday as they had been worth a 
week previously. 


figures, there was sharp upward trend to the 
market which carried the rates as high as 
12 per cent, but the ruling rate was 6 per 
cent during the most of the week. "This ad- 
vance in interest rates was occasioned by 
the depletion of the reserves in New York 
banks, which had been marked for two weeks 
previousl, but which reached their lowest 


$275,000 in excess of the requirements under 
the law. This was looked upon as being too 
low for safety, and as a result banks began 
to advance their rates of interest and call 
loans from borrowers. Stock change 
operators who had large sums of money bor- 
rowed from the banks on stock collateral 
were compelled by reason of the demand on 
them for money to find a market for their 
securities in order that they ment | be enabled 
to meet the call ofthe banks. This naturally 
had the effect of weakening quotations.

long period of dearer money. It is the opin- 
ion of New York bankers rates during 
the remainder of the year likely to be 
around 5 or 6 per cent and some of the big 
operators in the stock market say that such 
an advance from the ordinary rates of intcr- 
est will not be harmful when business be- 
comes adjusted to the new order. Some of 
the biggest bull movements that have ever 


deen known in stocks have been successfully 


carried through with money higher than it is 
likely to be during the next few months. 
There are some who believe the big banks 
in New York have combined for the pur- 
pose of putting up interest rates and that 
this was the reason for the slump in the mar- 
kets. There is no doubt banks have not 
shared entirely in the prosperity of other 
lines of business. During recent months, 
notwithstanding the great increase in the 


total amount of business transacted in the 


country, the banks, as a class, have had 
large sums of unproductive money in their 
vaults. They have been driven to the ex- 
pedient of loaning this money in European 
money markets to prevent its lying idle. 
Even when reserves fell to a low point, as 
shown in the bank statements, interest rates 
were still down to a low level. Bankers 
have complained that the banking business 


has not been profitable of late. With an 


advance in interest rates and with the de- 
mand which will use all of the surplus funds 
of the banking institutions banking wil! once 
more become a profitable business, 

There is one underlying cause for the sus- 
ceptibility of the stock market to increased 
interest rates. The large number of indus- 
trial combinations that have been formed in 
the last few months have resulted in the in- 
vestment of millions of dollars in these new 
securities. There has beén a large amount 
of speculative trading in these stock issues 
and brokers have been big borrowers, using 
these stocks as collateral for their loans.
